SHOULD BUY CANADIAN GOODS 


Dept. of Trade and Commerce Hears 
That Some Companies Are Buy- 
ing Abroad 

The desirability of Canadia1. pur- 
chasing Cd&nadian-made goods as far 
as possible is emphasized by the de- 
partment of trage and commerce in a 
bulletin just issued, 

“A statement has reached the 
department that Canadian municipali- 
ties and companies dealing with pub- 
lic utilities are buying their equipment 
from foreign sources,” sayd the bulle- 
tin. “During the stress of war and

That it seemed as if the British 
government was following the long 
headed policy of cleaning the Unit- 
ed States of horses. and’ beef sup- 
plies, before falling back upon the 
dominions such as.Canada, was the 
opinion expressed by A, Mayland 
of the Calgary stockyards, i 

**Tt might seem peculiar at first 
sight that the. British governinent 
is buying its horses in the States 
when the country on. this side of 
the line is simply teeming with 
horses which could be picked up at 
reasonable prices,’? he said. He 
remarked that it was more peculiar 
in this respect than that of beef, 
for the states produce the heavier 
class of beef, more demanded than 
the smaller stuff of Western Canuda. 
Upon reflection, however, Mr,May- 
land remarked that it possibly re- 


vealed a shrewdness of diplomacy 
that spoke well for the purchasing 
heads of the British government, 

‘it stands to reason that they 
would buy up all they could first 
in a country in which their enemies 
purticularly Germany, has eqnal 
aceess,’? he commented. They can 
clean that country of horses, and 
safely leave this one to wait for a 
little while because they know that 
Canadians won’t and can’t sell 
their stock to the Germans. When 
the States’ supply shows signs of 
exhaustion they would naturally 
fall back upon the undepleted re- 
sources of the Dominion.’’ 

He remarks it as strange that the 
‘very thing which prove=the- 
accomplice of the Germans, namely 
the foot and mouth desease, has 
broken out in the States, and while 
the States are quarantined, it is 
bound to prove a great handicap to 
Britain, who needs the beef for the 
allied armies. While Mr. Maynard 
does not go as far.as the Moose Jaw 
dealer who pronounced the myster- 
ious and widespread outbreak of 
the disease to be attributable to 
subterranean German activity, he 
simply makes the comment that it 
helps them to a certain extent. 


STORY IMPLICATES

Chicago, Nov. 12. — Chas. A. 
Inglis, the Chicagoan whose Amer- 
ican passports were found on the 
person of Carl Hans Loyd, execut- 
ed in the tower of London asa Ger+ 
man spy, today told how he lost 
his pasport in Berlin. His story 
implicates the German foreign office 
and is being investigated by the 
state department at Washington. 

Inglis, who returned to his home 
here a few days ago after a prolong- 
ed'sojourn in Europe, was caught 
in Berlin when the war. broke. out. 
He took his passport to the Ger- 
man foreign office to have it ap- 
proved. He handed it to the clerk 
expecting that in due course of rout- 
ine it would be returned to the 
American embassy. It failed to 
appear, however. Inglis had to get 
another passport. The lost passport 
contained a description. of Inglis, 
which, it is said, also covered the
